Karel Capek himself is 
credited with the dictum that {' is 
much more difficult to produce « 
a play than to write one, This 
‘statement Js particularly true with 
reference to R. U. KR. For his 
success, as a producer Mr. Lucey 
deserves the highest praise. f 

Many of the audience felt.that 
there is something of an unusual 
and slightly puzzling nature in this 
play. _Some explained it by saying 
that the intention of the author had 
apparently been to fuse the' ele- 
ments of theme play and melodma 
A clear ided of these two elece 
ments is a great aid tothe thorough 
appreciation of R.U.R. An author 
writes a theme play. when he’ has 
some. topic which he wishes to 
submit for public consideration. 
Instead of writing an essay on his 
subject, or making it the topic 
of a lecture, he presents it ina 
play. The greatest of our dramas, 
ancient and modern, ‘are theme 
plays which take some moral pro- 
blem as the topic for considcra- 
tion. us were our ethical 
principles thrashed out for us, by 
our ancestors. At'the present day 
the theme oftcn deals with some 
topic in economics, social conven- 
tions, politics, or even religion. 
Shaw’s plays and Galsworthy’s 


‘| plays are nearly all theme plays. 


Instead of lecturing on some pro- 
position, they work it into dramatic 
form for the-stuge. Because they 
know that the theatre appeals to a 
wider audience, than lecturer. 
They know that a number of actors 
on the ‘stage can present the 
many sides of a topic with more 
vividness and force, and ina shor 
ter time, than any lecturer can, 
Galsworthy's “The Pigeon” is a 


-|more lively and therefore more 


effective presentation of the ques- 
tion of philanthrophy, than a dozen 
lectures or articles on Social 
Reform. 
_ | MELODRAMA, 

Melodrama is a word that requires 
less explanation. Everybody now- 
adays knows what molodrama is by 
seeing it on the films, .A’ melo- 
drama is simply aplay which holds 
ourinterests by sudden, surprising, 
and alarming occurrences, 
melodrama we are not particularly 


interested: by the characters, for! 


their human qualities, nor in what 
they say; but simply in what they 
do, and in what happens to then. 
Melodrama holds. our attention by 


visible action; by events that are, 


thrilling.” 

As is welleknown it is’ usually 
,assumed that theme plays appeal 
to highbrows, and melodrama to 
others. But melodrama in fact 
appeals to everybody, who goes to 
a theatre with, as every theatre 
patron ought to go, a mind 
susceptible to dramatic effects, 
One is tempted to travesty the 
lines of the poet by saying, :

The appeal of -melo 
universal, Of a theme play on

science are:made use’ of with- 
out sufficient reverence for the 
spirit of creation. Germany is 
often quoted as a striking example 
of knowledge insufficiently rese 
trained by reverence. It is 
difficult to say whether tho 
exploiters of Rossum’s Unive 
Robots, or the Robots themselves, 
are the ideal Huns. One feels that 
knowledge must grow and ‘grow 
and that, as reverence is not likely 
to keep pace with it, destruction 
and misery are’ inevitable lands 
marks in the progress of: science. 
The ransom of progress . gets. 
heavier. But ali know that scientifie: 
discovery must: advance to new 
conquests, and all believe that even 
its own great destructive forces aro 
powerless to check it. Such is the

This lenethy consideration of 
the play asa. work of: literature, 
as a preliminary to describing its 
presentation ‘In’ Hongkong, has 
been thought necessary for two 
reasons.

many another she has to abandon 
humanitarianism and will be glad 
to fall back on gunboats. Thisis a 
typo of character very’ com- 
mon in_ every day life to 
day. But it, is difficult 
to present convincingly on the 
stage. Inevery day fe, the process 
of change is a process of years, 
through stages of concession and 
' compromise. On the stago, it hai 
to be ‘achieved in afow minutes. 
Mrs. Lucey achieves it most cone 
vincingly, especially in her intet- 
view with the implacable Radius. 
_ We have never seen on the Hong- 
kong stage a greater gift for free 
and graceful gesture, highly ex 
pressive without being theatrical or 
overdone. In this respect Mrs. 
Cook's splet.did interpretatian of 
Sulla provides the ideal foil. The 
contrast between these two char- 
acters is soadmirably achieved that 
Sulla could have been trusted to 
identify herself as a Robot, without 
the assistance of Robot uniform. 
The living, mobile, graceful, and 
human js here contrasted with the 
dead, stiff, rigid and mechanic, by 
voice and appearance, as well asin 
action, in such a way as tomake no 
praise too high for Mrs. Lucey and 
Mrs, Cook. 


On, the success of Mr. and Mrs, 
Lucey as expounder and listener— 
dctestably difficult parts to play on 


+ the stage—most of the success of 


the first two scenes depends. The 
author was not athis best in these 
two scenes ; nor was the translator, 
to judge by a few outstanding 
examples of cacophony. Like most 
melodranatists, Karel Capek falls 
short of being a creator of 
characters. The actors have to 
create characters for themselves. 
This is,most strikingly evident 
inthe case of Dr, Gall, Berman, 
Fabry,and Alguist. The author has 
not differentiated these men very 
clearly, They are, all very much 
alike, except in so far as the actors 
are able to infuse individuality 
into their parts, In this they have 
been extraordinary skilful. Mr. 
Eaves has mastered the air of 
scientitic precision, just as Mr. 
Reynolds delights us with his 
cheerful efficiency, Mr. Tinson 
with a sane demeanour of Tough» 
readiness, while Alquist, by voice 
and appearance, depicts for us that 
reverence for life which Rossum 
had lost in learning to create life. 
But while congratulating these 
gentlemen on’ their character ine 
terpretation, many will feel that the 
manayement of the crisis, where 
Berman is killed, leaves something 
to be desired. This is one of 
. the most intense crisEs in the play. 
But as a sudden and hidden crisis 
it is very difficult to bring home to 
the audience. 


Characterisation has never been 
much of a feature with the great 
writers of melodrama. There is, 
however, one good thing which al} 
melodrama has, but which R. U. R. 
is not very amply supplied with. 
Thatishumour, Humour isusually 
conspicuous in translated plays by 
it weakness. But melodrama withe 
out humour is too much of a strain. 
The greater the thrills, the 
more imperative .the need for 
humourous relief. And when Karel 
Capek thrills, he thrills with 
@ vengeance,as witness the fine 
curtain of the third act. Con- 
sequently itis a great relief while 
people are being clectrocuted and 
mobs are assembling, and the sus- 
pense is acute, to have an accome 
plished actress like Mrs. Salter go- 
ing about jn the character of Emma. 
The author’s characterisation of our 
old friend the caustic domestic, 

rousing but loyal, is rather thin; 
but Mrs. Salter makes every stroke 
tell and creates apart of prime im* 
portance, much tv the gratification 
of the audience. The promptness 
with which she appears, as 
soon as Mrs Domain calls her name, 
gives rise to the suspicion that to 
the usual accomplishments of 
farily retainer, Emma has added 
the deplorable practice of listening 
at key holes. She seems to be 
almys behind the door. Did the 
author mean this? Did the pro 
duce mean it? Or does it arise 
fron the exigencies of the situation.

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Readers of dramatic criticism are 
constantly confronted with the 
terma Outer Action and Inner 
Action, but may have rather hazy 
notions as to their-precise signi- 
figance.
